5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the 
town  officers  and  make  appropriation  of  the  same. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  support  the 
White  Mountain  Regions  Association  and  raise  and 
appropriate  $8.09  for  same. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  have  the  State 
Tax  Commission  reappraise  property  in  town  and 
raise  and  appropriate  the  necessary  amount  for  same. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  have  inventory 
blanks  distributed  at  the  time  of  taking  inventory. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  plan 
for  extending  to  employees  of  the  town  the  benefits 
of  title  11  of  the   Federal   Social   Security   Act    (Old 


Age,  Survivors  and  Disability  Insurance)  as  author- 
ized by  Chapter  101  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotat- 
ed, Amended  by  Chapter  301  and  332  of  the  Laws  of 
1955  and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100  to 
defray  the  town's  share  of  the  cost  thereof. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  wishes  to  exclude  from  the 
plan  services  in  any  class  or  classes  of  positions  filled 
by  popular  election.

14.  To  see  how  much  the  town  will  vote  to  pay 
road  employees. 

15.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  le- 
gally come  before  said  meeting.
